of the earliest settlers in the lower

In accordance with this want several 
persons in the county selected the 
nltc of the present town, unit "pro- 
jected the same into ways and streets,

They then desired 
the (iiivernor nnd council to xmilc 
approvingly on their work mid asked 
them to make such changes an they 
thought desirable, also to gnnt them 
a weekly market and permission to 
ttiillil wlmncs. 


The council considering thf request 


M> iciisnnnlili' criH'Icd the town in l«l>7, 
whli.li in.'uns simply that they ap- 
proved of what had liccn done, grunt- 
ed a few privileges und promised to 
liave an c^e on the platu in the fu- 
ture. 
lly the year 173) the liiliahitunt.s 


thought It 'to their advantage to lie 
incorpoi'ated and ft number of them 
i 
M'titiuncd the <iovernor, hii William 
tilth, for a borough charb r, which 
he griinliHl under the authority of the 
Crown of England. 
It was much 


briefer than any of the laler docu- 
ments, especially that of 
Carlisle, 


which was a document of fifteen folio 
pages. 
It tlethied the boundaries of 


the toun, ordained certain streets, 
regulated their width and required 
Hint they he kept free. 


Twit burgesses, one high constable, 


und such other ofllcets as were neees- 
saiy to keep tile peace of the Uirough 
were to In' elected. 
(JUALIFICATIONS OK VOTKKS. 


The dialter did not dellnilely spe- 


cify anything about ihc legislative 
liody, antl im the earliest n cords are 
lost, we cannot tell what was the 
complete organization of the govern- 
ment, but it was probably marly the 
Mime as it was in 1882, when there 
wa-t a common cotincll of six, a cun- 
sttdile, two burgesses, two assessor* 
and it pound keeper. 
'I hero u its to be an annual election 


on a tlxed day each year when (he 
otlleers were to lie nominated and 
elected by the "freeholders, otlleers 
and housekeepers of (lie borough." 


In some of the charters the lan- 


guage was more explicit in regard to 
the qualifications 
for voting. Jn 


liancaster and Carlisle the electors 
were the "burgess, constables, assist- 
ants, freeholders und such Inhabitants 
and li(uinck«<|>crs within the borough 
who have resided there one whole 
year prceeeding the election timMilred 
ii house and ground within the bor- 
ough of a yearly value of five pounds 
or upwards.'' 
POWKUS OK THE BUHG ESSES. 
In Bristol, the l/urgess lint chosen, 


or having a majority of the votes In 
an election, was made the chief bur- 
gess or chief magistrate of the (own. 
The other was styled tne second bnr- 
gcss. They were empowered and au- 
thorized to 
IK> "conscrvatoi* of the 


peace" wllliln the borough, und with- 
out any legal pniceedlnga could remove 
nuisances and encroachments out of 
the streets and landing placex. 


The otlleers wtrc t<> I* lined if they 


refused to serve. The tine was not to 
exceed ten pounds for the. burgess and 
live for the constable. 


Before entering upon the duties of 


otllee each olBcer was to tak< an oath 
as pieso-ribed by various act* of Par- 
liament, Friends were exempt from 
imllM and oualttled by "taking and 
subscribing the attrntations or engage- 
ments" (pseclally allowed to them. 


The chief burgess was obliged to go 


to Philadelphia within five days after 
I he flection to lie qualified before the 
governor or such person as his excel- 
lency might appoint for the purpose. 
The chief burgess could then qualify 
tin- other officers, or It could be done 
by any two Justice* of the peace in 
the county. 


The chief hurgcss wan a justice of 


the peace In the county us w< II us in 
the borough, as was customary in 
Kngland ut that time. It wan the 
same with the chief burgees In the 
oilier lioroughs of 1'eiinnylviinla, but 
It seems to have teen objectionable 
nnd the law requiring them to be jus- 
tilt's In the counties was repealed by 
legislation before many boroughs were 
created. 
The high constable of Bristol was 


made the clerk of the maiket and 
could have "assize of bread, wine, 
beer, wood and other things." 


It was lawful for the burgesses and 


constables to summon anq assemble 
town meetings whenever the} thought 
U advisable. At them meetings ordi- 
nance*, rule* nnd by-laws might be 
passed If not repugnant to the laws of 
(In-lit Britain and citizens could re- 
peal or amend the same. Fines could 
also be Imposed for violations of ordi- 
nances. 


"TOWN MEETIKG." 


The inhabitants of Bristol seem to 


have put a different Interpretation 
upon the expression "town meeting" 
from that of other boroughs. 
The 


town meeting In Bristol was nothing 
but the meeting of town council, bur- 
gt&vs and high coiist«il>k> and some- 
times one or two other officer*, a« (he 
pound-keeper. This Is shown from 
th* borough records which for many 
years called all council 
meetings, 


"town meetings." 
Provision was made In most of the 


early borough charters for town meet- 
ings In the sense of popular asoem- 
bliwi of the people, but they were 
only culled on special occasions when 
an Important tax was to be laid, or a 
charter to be amended, or sonre other 
unusual mc.isure was to be considered, 
As recently as 1872 at a council meet- 
ing ill Bristol so many of the citizens 
were present tbat they reaolved them- 
selves Into a town meeting to discuss 
the question of an amendment to the 
charter. 


OLD BRISTOL HEC'OKDS. 


The record! of Bristol borough give 
us a good Idea ol the politics of »^ 
small Pennsylvania town In the eigh-1 
teentb century. 
The most fruitful 


subjects for legislation in tbe town 
council were the encroachments ol 
buildings upon tbe streets, und ani- 
mals straying at large. Wliat town 
ban ever been without its ordinances 
against pigs and goats, cows and 
bones? The usual ordinances against 
Die were proclaimed. 


Between 
Bristol and Burlington 


was A ferry trmt was a mutter for fre- 
quent consideration. 
The 
council 


would lease the ferry and llx the rate 
of tolls. When the time ciunc fur tin) 
ferryman to pay his rent It mostly 
happened that he represented Ins tolls 
an too light to pay such a sum and 
the council 
was always 
merciful 


enough to let him ott with paying 
half. 


BOROUGH TAXE8. 


The rate of taxes for borough pur- 


poses was fixed by the council. In 
173;i the tax levied was two pence per 
pound on all estates and six shillings 
a head foi all single men. 


In 1745 at a time of much expense 


to the town, the leglalnttue fixed tin 
limit of .taxation at three pence a 
pound. Borough tinances were not 
then so important ad now. It was in 
the days before the public schools. 
The wauls of our foi-efuthers weie 
simpler than now, and the old town 
pump answeled in place of costly 
waterworks 


Tlie principal Items of expense were 


for the repair and <:arc o( the streets 
which were under the supervision of 
the burgess and council. The tuxes 
of the town were assessed by two as- 
sessors elc< led bv tho people. 
After 


their work was done, the council and 
buifjcsws set a day for hearing appeal" 
am! then rectilk'd ii'iy eiroiu 


The elections were rt.'. ui».iys what 


the 'citizens desired, for they were 
obliged to change the place «C voting 
to a private house to avoid disturb- 
ances. 


lllistol hud trouble wllh some of 


its elli/eiiH at other times than on 
election duys. A record of Octohei, 
1708, gives a long account of the dis- 
orderly conduct of some of the inhab- 
itants. 


IIOKOI'UH WOHKHOIFSK. 


The council oidcrod tlint the olllcers 


wcie to di|>crsc any nuniher of persons 
collected on the streets. 
II they were 


children, the parents were to l>u noti- 
fied. 


The record says: "And whereas a 


number of the said inhabitants and 
others make a practice of sitting and 
tippling in public und soim> in pri 
vate houses on the said Kirst day of 
thu week, called Sunday, to the ruin 
and prejudice of themselves and fam- 
ilies, it is hereby ordained that every 
person detected 
thereof, 
sjmll 
for 


every odcnce pay the sum of live shil- 
lings or lie conllncd at hard labor in 
the woikhouse 5 days on an allowance 
of bread and water only—and the said 
constables and their successors are 
hereby enjoined to be diligent in in- 
specting every suspicious house w ithin 
the said ^trough on every succeeding 
First day, called Hunday, in order to 
detect al.d bling to punishment every 
person g >Hty of thu above mentioned 
crime.'* 


The workh.mse, to which 
i he mis- 


creants were sent, wus another insti- 
tution from our Mother ICnglaiid. Tho 
legislature had given the borough the 
power in 1745 to erect a liou^e of cor- 
rection and workhouse "Tor the public 
use of the. said borough, to lie em- 
ployed for the keeping, corrcc ing und 
setting to work of all rogues, vaga- 
bonds, sturdy beggars and idle, disor- 
derly persons, who by the luws and 
usage of Great Hillain, or by Hie laws 
of this province, are to be kept, cor- 
rected or set to work." 


The workhouse had its proper of- 


ficers, president, treasurer and assist- 
ants «p|iointed by council and bur- 
gesses und they found a legal corpora- 
tion. 
The same relations governed 


the 
institutions as governed 
the 


county workhouse. 


BKI8TOV8 MARKETS AND 
FA1HS. 


Two privileges, at that time indis- 


pensable to all towns, were gianted to 
Bristol and the other boroughs of that 
century, namely the markets and 
fairs. 
The 
markets were allowed 


every Thursday in Bristol and the 
fairs twice a year and two days each. 
Whenever the fairs were held they 
were centres of attraction for 
the 


neighborhood. 
Many 
things were 


bought and sold, Including general 
merchandise and often live stock. 
It 


was a time of great jollification and 
the fairs in Bristol ueie attended by 
all classes. Some went to make pur- 
chases, 
but others cared more for 


frolic. 
Horse 
racing, 
drinking, 


gambling and stealing prevailed to 
an alaiming extent. 


On the last day of the fair the mast- 


ers allowed their negro slaves to at- 
tend, and they went In great num- 
bers to have a jubilee. 
All this 


troubled the worthy councillors; they 
thought It not right and on the tenth 
of November, 1773, they resolved that 
the fair was now useless on account 
of tbe large numocr of stores, and 
that the "debauchery, idleness and 
drunkenness, consequent on the meet- 
ing flf the lowest class of people to 
gether is a real evil and calls for le- 
dress." 
They bad no authority to 


abolish the fairs us they were grunted 
on the charter, so they urged the 
legislature to do so, but it was not 
done until 171KI. 


Kiich were the general eliaiactcr- 


Isltcs of the first uoroughs of Penn- 
sylvania. 
'Ibuir organisations were 


not, complex, and as the elections 
were in tlie bauds of the main body 
ol freemen, and there were no privi- 
leged corporations to perpetuate au- 
thority and shield abuse, no large out- 
lays of money for improvements, to 
tempt the cupidity of men, and as 
tlip towns were small and every otllcer 
known to all his neighbors, It was 
not possible for the boroughs to be 
otherwise than successful in govern- 
ment.

The principal event in the county

BRISTOL MILL PROPERTY CASE 


There seems to be some trouble over 


:be sale of tbe Appleton Mill in Bris- 
:ol and on Tuesday last an Injunction 
was asked for by William Henderson 
A Co. to prevent the administrator of 
the estate of Samuel Appleton, de- 
ceased, from disturbing them in their 
possession' of the Appleton Mill pro- 
perty, in Bristol, and requiring the 
idministrator to make a deed to them 
for tbe property. 


Samuel Appleton died September 


25, 1806, leaving power in his will 
for tbe executor to sell the " Applet-n 
Mill Property." On July 17, li»3, 
.he property was leased to William 
Henderson, with a clause In tbe lease 
permitting him to purchase the pro- 
perty. William Henderson died before 
Le bad purchased the property, and 
on September 1ft, 1908, a new agree- 
ment was entered into with William 
Henderson, Jr. and John J. Hender- 
son, by which they purchased tbe 
Appleton estate for 817,000. 
The bill in equity sets forth that 


the Hendersons were and now are pre- 
pared to carry out theii part of the 
agreement, but the Appleton estate 
refuses and Is attempting' to obtain 
possession of the property and collect 
back rent A temporary Injunction 
was issued and a time for a imring 
will be tlxed later on.
